Take the Alberta farmer, for instance, 
who feels no particular attachment to 
Great Britain, True, he is a naturalized 
British subject. He may be called upon 
to fight in defense of Canada against any 
enemy. And ifso called upon he would 
answer with enthusiasm and account 
himeelfas a man. Canada is his coun- 
try, and he is ready, as every true man 
must be, to fight for the land of his 
birth or adoption, But he sees no ocea- 
sion to mix in the troubles of England.

Do they propose, when 
they feel strong enough to challenge the 
British fleet to fight and once and for all 
settle the question of naval supremacy? 
Not at all. They can never hope to 
place ship for ship and inan for man on 
the sea to match Great Britain, But 
they can hope to build a navy strong 
enough to cut the English trade routes; 
a navy that will avoid fighting as much 
as possible, but will sweep the seas of 
the British merchant marine, seizing the 
wheat and cattle steamers from Canada 
and hauling them off as rich contraband 
of war to foreign porta, By such means 
they hope to starve England into subinis- 
sion, but while they are doing so where 
is the Canadian farmer to eell his wheat?

But why the German hatred against 
England —the only country in the world 
that admits German goods without tax 
or tariff? It is because England stands 
between 'Germany and her ambition. 
England has all the territory she wants 
and Germany thinks she might quietly 
keep out of a matter that doesn’t con- 
cern hor. If Germany could be assured 
of England’s neutrality she would prob- 
ably challenge the United States tomor- 
lrow. But she remembers the Spanish- 
American war, when the European 
powers agreed that the time had come to 
bring the United States to its knees. But 
Britain stopped it. Britain said that 
she would not, and others must not, in- 
terfere. And they didn’t. But Ger- 
many has not forgotten, She is afraid 
that England is still as sentimental as 
ever. And she is building a powerful 
navy, not, I believe, in the hope of some 
day whipping England, but rather to 
make it too dangerous for England to 
interfere when the time comes to compel 
the United States to either fight for the 
Monroe doctrine or abandon it,

Among the curious péoples “aks ks 
Western Asia are the Yezidis, who, ac 
- cording to their peculiar traditions, 
‘are not the children of Adam afier 
the sam vulgar manner as tho rest 
of us, for cne day, say they, Adam 
spat, and his spittle mingling with the 
dust of the earth became a boy and 
from this boy the Yezidis are de- 
ecended! Hence they claim to be 
“Holier in the presence of the sovcn 
gods.” 

Among the Yezidis the Quawals are 
an order of priests who inhcrit (ne 
sacred office of preachers. The Qua- 
wails as they journey from yillaxe to 
village, perform certain sect rites 
from which outsiders are religiously 
excluded. On approaching a villaxe 
they beat drums and the vil'agers, at 
the sound, hasten out to meet them 
and conduct them into the village, 
where they become the guests of the 
bead man. After they have partaken 
of refreshments, the people are per- 
mitted te come and kiss their hands.

be present must be turned out. 

On being reassured on this point he 
again becomes possessed and utters 
words in rhyme and sings to the ac- 
'companiement of soft music until his 
head droops down and he falls bes:de 
the basin of water. All the Yezidis 
crouch down and gaze at the Qua.va! 
and the peacock in the water before 
them. 

Presently there is a slight ccmmo- 
tion in the water and a soft voice is 
heard, whereat the Quawal comes to 
his senses and tells the people that 
the god Malik-I-Tawas has entered in- 
to the peacock from the wafer. He 
then asks cuestions and the {mage is 
supposed to reply, uttering prophe- 
cles. When the god is thought to 
have said al! that he has to ray tte 
priest places the peacock ‘na ned’s a! 
and all present kneel down ard ‘'cs 't 
Then follows music and dancing anc 
the peacock !s made to “d-nce" as9 
Finally all disperse after kiszing th 
hands of the Quawa!s,
